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REMARKS 

Claims 3-9, 12-18, 21, 22, 37 and 38 remain in connection with the present 
application. Claims 25 and 26 are cancelled without any disclaimer of the subject 
matter contained therein.

Claims 25-26 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which Applicants regard as the invention. Even though Applicants do not agree with 
the rejection, Applicants have cancelled claims 25-26 without any disclaimer of the 
subject matter contained therein. Therefore, the rejection of claims 25-26 is rendered 
moot. 

For at least the foregoing reasons, Applicants respectfully request that the 
Examiner withdraw the rejection of claims 25-26 under 35 U.S.C. §1 12.
